"CHIP" SMITH'S FUN ESAL. 


The papers have not yet finished talk- 


ing about "Chip" Smith's funeral, which 
took place iu the littlo village of Ausonia, 
Connecticut, last 
Sunday. 
He 
was 


hanged ou Friday, aud Sunday was set 
apart as a suitable time for holding tho 
last solemn service. 
It scorns to have 


been a gala day in many respects for that 
usually quiet village. Tho people in the 
towu turned out en iitttase, and thousands 
came from tho country to join in tho im- 
posing demonstration. 
Thore probably 


uovor died in Connecticut a public man 
whose remains 
were followed to th 


tomb by so many psoplo as slowly fol- 
lowed the caruass of James Smith, more 
commonly 
known 
as 
"Chip," 
to 


its resting place. It is said that ten 
thousand people were in that procession, 
some on foot, thousands on horses, and 
with these were twenty-one hacks and 
one hundred and twenty-seven other car- 
riages, beside two hundred young men 
from tho "Monitor," "Starlighfand" Jolly 
Rover" clubs to which ho belonged . Tho 
floral offerings were rich and beautiful, 
and the religious services were exceed- 
ingly impressive. 


"Chip" Smith lived a strange life and 


thereby had a wonderfully strange funer- 
al. He was only twenty-three when he 
was hanged, but much older than that iu 
sin. Ho began early iu life to read the 
sensational aud dime novel literature of 
tho day, aud 
it 
wasn't 
long 


before 
that 
reading began 
to bear 


fruit. While comparatively a small boy 
he struck his father on the side of the 
head, which made tho old gontlemau per- 
manently deaf. He was a terror to his 
mother aud a torment to other members 
of tho family. Among his associates ho 
was brutal and was feared. Ho would get 
drunk, and tho family and immediate 
neighbors would hide for refuge. 
One 


day when one of tho officers attempted to 
arrest him for being drunk aud threaten- 
ing to shoot his sistere, he Crod a pistol 
at him which resulted in his death. 
It 


was for this crime that "Chip" was hang- 
ed. Those who stood in dread of him 
when he 
was 
alive, 
followed 
his 


remains to tho grave with thousands of 
other sympathizers. Had ho died a nat- 
ural death ho would have boon quietly 
taken to tho cemetery, and not a dozen 
families in Ansonia would have thought 
ot joining tho procession. 
But his crime 


mado him great after death and gave him 
such a funeral for numbers and imposing 
displays, as had never before been seen 
in Connecticut. There is a moral in this 
which young men should not overlook.

principle which he deemed right.

The endorsement oE Hon. William T. 


Price, by tho Prohibitionists 
of the 


Eighth district, is a littlo piece of wis- 
dom wbioh the tsmporauoe people in oth- 
er parts oE the State would do well to 
imitate. Mr. Prico is a temperate man, 
and believes in the principle of allowing 
all such questions as that of a prohibi- 
tory amendment, to be submitted to tho 
people.

A Silent Merrymaking. 


There wore about forty couples danc- 


ing on the upper deck of an excursion 
barge as it moved slowly up tlie Hudson 
recently, in tow of the "steam tug Van- 
derbilt. The feet of the dancers kept, 
perfect time to the merry music of the! 
orchestra, anil they moved easily and 
gracefully through tiro figures of the 
hvncera. 
Htvd a chance observer been 


told that not one of these eighty young 
iadies and gentlemen could hoar a single. 
uote of the music ho probably would have 
received the statemeut with incredulity 
as he took another look at tho smooth; 
gMding motions of the revelers. Yet suel» 
was the fact, 
The dancers were not, 


only deaf but dumb, for it was a picnio 
party, made up of these poor, doubly 
afllieted ones. But there was nothing 
to suggest affliction in the manner of the 
excursionists. On the contrary, they. 
were enjoying themselves hugely and 
seemed to feel all that indescribable ex- 
hilarations which thrills true lovers o£ 
the dance when the soft strains of a 
Strauss waltz come floating downward 
from the gallery of the Academy of 
Music on the night of the "charity." 


It was tlie sixth annual excursion of 


the Manhattan Literary Association, an 
organization of deaf mutes formed prin- 
cipally of lady and gentlemen gradu- 
ates from the institution for instructing 
the deaf and dumb. 
Accompanied by 


theirfrionds the party, about 500 in all,. 
started from Eighth Street, East River, 
at half past eight in the morning, 
steamed around the Battery to tlie North 
Jiiver, and after calling at Eleventh 
Street to take a few more on board, pro- 
ceeded up the Hudson to Mount Pleas- 
ant Grove at Hastings. 


The excursion was a striking illustra- 


tion of how much science has done to 
alleviate the condition of tlie deaf and 
dumb. 
It was strange, indeed, to see 


.them dance with such precision merely 
•from watching with quick, trained eyes 
•the time beats of the orchestra leader 
and the steps of those who could hear. 
TBut still more marvelous was it to hear 
the deaf speak. There were at least a 
.score of thoso present who had been 
educated in tho now act of lip reading, 
and who could carry on a conversation 
'in the usual way, having learned to read
